And  now,  when  Japan  s  policies  in 
Asia  are  causing  anxiety  and  even 
alarm  to  other  powers,  I  venture  to 
believe  the  time  has  come  when 
President  Roosevelt's  far-reaching 
views  may  usefully  be  given  to  the 
world.  However,  I  do  not  at  this 
distance  of  time  pretend  to  repeat

BUDGET  CONTROL 
•.  Trustees  to  have  central  of  an- 
nual budget.  But  budget  must  first 
be  submitted  to  treasury  board  for 
approval  PrsaaataUon  of  annual 
budget  to  be  made  to  FkiUament 
by  Minister  of  Plnance. 

10.  The  CNR  board  of  trustees 
to  report  to  Parliament  armually.

■trtarahls  msaaaas  of  relief  to  the

at  Esquimau  as  flag  caixam  of

died  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  at 
Woking,  England,  on  Saturday 
August  37. 

As  a  midshipman  In  KMM.  Mod- 
esto, young  Walter  was  landed  with 

the  Latoote  field  force  during  oper 
ations  against  the  Malays  in  1875. 
and  recfut'd  the  Peiak  medal  an 
bar  He  .ser\fd  a.s  lieutenant  m  the 
royal  yat  lit  He  was  author  of  "Sea 
manshlp  Examination  Questions  of 
the  Training  Squadron,  1891."  As 
a  commander  he  edited  the  third 
edition  ct  Oa^taln  Alston's  Sea- 
manship^ first  published  in  1858 
which  was  of  outstanding  merit.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Nave!  intel- 
ligence Department  from  April,  18.16, 
to  March,  1899,  then  flag  captum  on 
the  Pacific  station  in  1899,  then  on 
the  Australian  station.  Afterwards 
he  was  assistant  to  the  admiral 
commanding  Coastguard  and  Re- 
serves. April,  IMW.  to  March.  IMt: 
aide^-eamp  to  the  Ktaig  Fsbltiary, 
IMT.  to  March,  1908.  He  than  was 
promoted  to  flag  rank. 

RETI1ED  IN  INS 

Admiral  Walker  entered  the  navy 
as  naval  cadet  in  Itn.  was  promoted 

to  sublieutenant  in  1877,  lieutenant 
in  1879.  commander  in  January, 
1893,  captain  In  June.  1898.  and 
rear  admiral  In  March,  1908.  He 
retired  In  September.  1911.  and  was 
promoted  vice-admiral,  retired,  on 
Mareh  U,  1011. 

During  the  Oreat  War  he  offered 
his  services  to  the  admiralty;  but. 
there  being  no  appointment  open 
to  him  in  the  rank  of  rear  admiral, 
he  took  a  temporary  commission  as 
captain  in  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve 
in  November,  1914.  for  service  in 
the  auxiliary  patrol  and  was 
awarded  the  DB.O. 

It  is  Interseting  to  note  that  In 
seniority  he  was  next  above  Rear 
Admiral  C.  E.  KinR.smlll,  who  wai 
then  director  of  the  Naval  Service. 
Canada.  During  the  service  of 
Captain  Walker  in  the  flagship 
Wan9)lte,  in  BgUUb  Columbia  wa- 
ters, the  eonunanderoln-Kdilef  was 
Bear  Admiral  Lewis  A  Beaumont, 
with  B.  A.  Pratt-Barlow  as  flag 
lieutenant.  The  Junior  lieutenant 
was  Arthur  Bromley,  later  captain 
of  H.MS.  Raleigh  When  Admiral 
Beaumont  was  appointed  to  the 
Australian  station.  Captain  Walker 
followed  hhn  there.

TUB  XRANSPOHrATION  REFORT 


Much  that  was  anticipated  as  ordained  by 
sanity  in  the  economic  outlook  is  contained  in 
the  reeommondstkm  of  the  Oommlwlon  on  Rail- 
ways and  Transportation,  a  summary  of  which 
has  been  made  public.  EasUy  the  most  important 
of  thoee  ieoammiin<hit««""  It  that  deaUng  with 
the  elimination  of  unrontrnllfd  competition  be- 
tween the  two  transcontinental  railways.  This 
mmau  a  unarore  of  eo-dperation  in  the  future 
whiai  Win  be  of  benefit  to  both  roads,  and  In 
ordat  to  decree  such  there  is  to  be  a  commission 
of  IbMa  traateea,  to  Nplaet  the  preeent  Board 
at  BI^Ktors  of  the  C.N.R.,  and  this  commission 
wlB  be  in  constant  touch  with  a  committee  ol 
three  membere  of  the  Board  of  Dlraeton  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

In  effect  the  highlight  of  the  recommenda- 
tions is  that  dealing  with  the  eUmlnatlon  of  un- 
warranted duplication  In  services  or  facilities. 
This  Impllee  Joint  operation  of  such  properties 
as  are  cOttvenlent  to  weh  a  purpose  and  where 
such  operation  will  not  adversely  affect  the  for- 
tunes of  either  transcontinental.  Where  the 
Commission  of  Tnu*eef  at  the  CJIJl.  and  the 
Committee  of  the  Directors  of  the  C  P  R.  fall  to 
agree  as  to  Joint  action  there  is  to  be  appeal  to 
a  board  of  arbitration  eompoeed  of  the  ehalrman 


"ariUhe  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  and  one 
represenUUre  from  each  of  the  railway  systems. 

The  recommendations,  eo  far  as  la  necesiary. 
are  to  be  translated  Into  legislative  action  at  the 
session  of  Parliament  which  opens  next  month. 
Such  action  wlU  be  the  greatest  measure  of 
economy  that  has  been  adopted  in  recent  years. 
It  wlU  enforce  the  co-operative  acUon  outlined, 
which  will  save  the  country  many  millions  an- 
nuaUy  now  being  paid  out  on  behalf  of  national 
ownership.  What  is  proposed  is  the  Joint  use  of 
terminals  where  possible.  SlmUarly,  there  Is  to 
be  Jetot  use  of  one  set  of  tracks  where  there  Is 
duplication.  Prohibition  of  the  construction  of 
new  Unes  where  there  Is  no  essential  need  fbr 
them  la  recommencled,  and  the  abandonment  of 
lines  services  and  facUiUes  where  they  are  un- 
economic ventures.  There  Is  to  be  pooling  of 
freight  and  panenger  traffic  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances where  there  Is  Joint  handUng.  In 
effect  aggressive  competition  to  which  the  tax- 
payerf  money  la  Involved  Is  to  cease 

There  is  a  recommendaUon  that  auditors 
should  be  appointed  by  Parliament  to  carry  out 
a  cootlnuoua  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Cana- 
dian National,  and  their  reports  thereon  are  to 
be  submitted  to  Parliament.  In  the  matter  of  a 
ftature  preeldettt  of  the  state-owned  system.  It  is 
recommended  that  he  should  be  appointed  by 
and  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
not  directly  to  the  Government  or  Parliament. 
He  Is  In  effect,  to  be  chief  operating  officer  with 
the  titular  rank  of  president.  The  responsibility, 
however,  for  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Canadian  National  will  rest  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  proposed  Board  of  Trustees  who  are  to  be 
nald  adetiuately  and  who  wlU  be  expected  to 
Irtve  their  whole  time  to  the  duties.  Moreover. 
It  is  stipulated  that  the  Uustees  to  be  appointed 
must  have  the  special  tpiaUflcaUons  for  the  ofBce. 

After  making  its  exhaustive  Inquiry  the 
TransporUtion  Commission  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion which  had  already  been  reached  by  aU 
shrewd  ob.servers  in  the  country.  That  conclu- 
sion was  to  the  effect  that,  "unless  the  country 
is  prepared  to  adopt  the  plan  propoeed.  or  some 
other  equally  efTectlve  measures,  the  very  sta- 
bility of  the  nation  s  finances  and  the  financial 
credit  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Hallway  will  be 
threatened  with  serious  consequences  to  the 
people  of  Canada  and  to  those  who  have  Invested 
Uieu-  savings  In  the  Canadian  Paclfle  Rallwly. 
The  character  of  the  recommendations  will  serve, 
as  nothing  eUe  has  done  up  to  the  present,  to 
impress  upon  the  people  of  Canada  as  a  whole 
the  necessity  for  action.  The  manner  In  which 
money  has  been  squandered  on  the  state  owner- 
ship of  railways,  and  on  other  sehemet  of  na- 
tional ownership,  has  been  apparent  to  everyone 
who  is  thinking  in  terms  of  the  country's 
future  welfare.  Now  It  to  'the  waning  after" 
whan  draitlo  aetkm  to  Imperative.  i 

UNPAID  BILLS 

Recently  attention  was  drawn  to  the  repre- 
hensible habit  that  has  been  growing  In  latter 
years  of  leaTtaff  bllto  unpaid  for  lengthy  periods 
The  process  was  described  as  "sponging  on  store- 
keepers" and  the  knowledge  that  it  has  spread 
aU  too  widely  has  shocked  decent-minded  per- 
sons. It  Is  a  shabby  trick  for  anyone  to  perform 
where  the  ability  exists  to  pay.  The  delinquents 
place  themselves  in  the  position  of  parasites. 
What  Is  more  they  are  contributory  to  Illegiti- 
mate interference  with  the  whoie  process  of 
business  enterprlae. 

Unpaid  bills  mean  that  tradesmen  cannot  pay 
the  manufacturers  in  full,  and  the  wholesaler  Is 
often  kept  out  of  hU  money.  In  other  words, 
business  is  obstructed.  Unpaid  debts  mean  In- 
solvency for  some  tradesmen,  no  matter  how 
hard-wocklBff  thay  may  be,  and  yet  those  who 
are  responsible,  through  the  habit  of  sponging 
on  them,  go  scot  free.  Too  long  credit  is  given 
because  tradeMMA  fMr  to  loie  trade.  It  might 
be  better  for  them  to  realise  that  the  character 
of  the  trade  they  fear  to  lose  would  be  better 
lost.  rh9  tradeamaa  to  most  respected  Who  gete 
a  name  for  demanding  fair  treatment  and 
■peaking  up  for  his  own  rights.  It  is  a  matter,  as 
wen.  In  wWch  tnidefa  can  gtt  together  and  agree 
on  a  uniform  OOVrse  of  action  in  respect  to  those 
who  do  builliHi  with  them,  if  they  Insist  on 
payment  from  thoaa  who  ate  known  to  ba  able  to 

pay.  It  would  not  be  long  until  even  the  trickiest 
aponger  was  brought  to  book,  or  else  hU  sources

Hie  latter  to  a  eelentlst  of  broad  principles 
who  condemn.s  dop-ma  and  pleads  that  those  fol- 
lowing the  research  work  upon  which  he  Is  en- 
gaged dioilld  maintain  open  minds.  Dr.  Mllll- 
kan  believes  that  Ood  rules  the  universe  by  set 
and  expUclt  laws.  He  is  religious  enough  to 
TT^yWifeatn  that  there  to  no  whim  or  caprice  in 
the  ordered  play  of  supernal  forces,  and  that 
man,  in  the  scheme  ol  the  universe,  is  not  a 
plaything  of  a  blind  fate  but  rather  an  agent 
In  the  malting  of  his  own  future  according  to 
his  appreciation  of  Ood  s  law  and  his  ability  to 
bring  htaself  Into  harmony  with  It.  Hto  defini- 
tion ot  the  Almighty  is  that  of  "the  great  In- 
tegrating factor  of  the  universe."  Dr.  MlUikan's 
appreciation  In  thto  sense,  with  the  vast  store  of 
knowledge  he  possesses.  Is  worth  more  than  that 
of  thousands  of  lesser  intelligence  and  thinking 
power.  The  deeper  the  knowledge  poneesed  by 
the  Individual  the  more  certain  It  Is  that  he  will 
realize  forces  beyond  and  above  all  human 
control.

To  a  lot  of  pec^le,  after  they  con- 
sider the  enormous  amont  of  money 
that  has  been  expended  and  the 
still  mors  enormous  of 
money  that  wUl  have  to  be  went 
before  the  solution  ef  the  unsm- 
pleyment  quesUon  Is  reached,  this 
amount  that  Mr.  Landsberg  quotes 
will  not  appear  such  a  very  large 
sum,  especially  as  these  300  \tcr- 
soixs  vepresent  nearly  1 .000  men, 
women  and  children,  but  unfortu- 
nately, or  m  thus  case  we  should 
say  fortunately.  Mr  Landsberg  did 
not  get  hold  of  the  main  idea  as 
I  see  it. 

Tbe  Oo-«peiatlve  ImoA  league 
scheme  does  not  require  the  Oev- 
emment  to  grant  one  dollar  to  es- 
tablish these  1,000  souls  on  the  land, 

though  it  may  be  necessary  to  ask 
the  Government  to  pay  the  inter- 
est for  the  first  year  due  on  the 
bonds  that  the  land  league  may 
have  to  issue.  The  amount  the 
Government  may  have  to  put  up 
may  run  into  twenty  or  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  but  by  that  time 
these  300  determined  men— deter- 
mined to  shew  tbe  rest  ef  Canada 
that  ft  Is  work  they  went,  nothing 
elie,  except  psihape  Just  to  remain 
respectable  and  be  '  respected— will 
ha\c  cleared  and  improved  the 
land,  built  up  houses  and  stores, 
etc.,  that  will  have  a  .salable  value 
far  in  excess  of  their  borrowings. 

These  300  men  did  not  sign  the 
application  forms  without  giving 
this  scheme  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion. They  did  not  taitend  to  take 
their  wives  and  ehUdrOn  out  on  to 
raw  land  until  they  feR  positive  of 
success  Oovemment  land  schemes 
in  the  past  have  not  all  been  what 
they  were  cracked  up  to  be  Farm- 
ers have  gone  on  Uie  land  and 
failed,  while  their  neighbor,  a  car- 
penter or  painter,  has  succeeded. 
Most  of  us  who  hav«  pioneered 
know  why.  Credit  was  too  easy 
and  Interest  on  notes  for  ma- 
chinery and  aUtek  was  high,  atul 
after  inrovlng  up,  if  a  mortgage  or 
"plaster"  was  put  on  the  place  all 
you  could  ral.se  was  lusually  eaten 
up  by  the  debts  incurred  during 
the  provlng-up  t>erlrKl  Lack  of  ex- 
perience of  building  uiul  machinery- 
repairing  on  the  farmers  part  and 
lack  of  experience  m  farming  and 
stock-raising  on  the  part  of  the 
artisan  was  in  some  cases  respon- 
sible for  the  many  failures.  If 
these  old  pioneers  had  had  the  ad« 
vantage  of  a  co-operative  system 
most  of  the.se  failures  WOttU  never 
have  taken  place. 

Co-operative  schemes  have  been 
succe.ssful  before.  The  dirt  farm- 
ers of  Saskatchewan  Instituted  and 
built  the  Saskatchewan  Co-opera- 
tive Elevator  Co.  Nobody  could  call 
that  a  failure.  A  few  working  men 
built  the  Scottish  Oo-operattve  So- 
ciety, which  grew  untU  It  had  aettvl- 
tles  tn  all  parts  of  the  ftnptre. 

The  Co-operative  Land  League  of 
British  Columbia  can  also  be  a  suc- 
cess if  the  Qovernmcnt  of  British 
Columbia  are  willing  to  grasp  this 
opportunity  to  take  their  place  in 
the  sun  and  become-  the  llrst 
iirovince  in  Canada  to  surt  a  con- 
structive scheme  to  solve  the  un-

Chang  Chun  and  lA  Pel-Chl,  it  Is

Details  of  the  Jaiwiie.sc  Ministry 
of  CommunicatioiLs  scrapping  plan, 
by  which  it  is  expected  to  obtain 
12,250,000  yen  from  the  present  ex- 
traordinary sesaloa  of  the  Xmperlatl 
Diet,  arrived  from  the  Par  East 
aboard  the  8s.  President  Jefferaon, 
docking  here  Tuesday.  Ships  cov- 
ered In  the  plan  tire  those  of  more 
than  1,000  gro.ss  torus,  which  are 
more  than  twenty-five  years  old. 
Eliminating  floating  canneries, 
tankers  ,ind  Government-owned 
ships,  there  are  197  such  vessels, 
weighing  696,039  tons. 

Of  these,  153  vessels  of  560,461 
tons  belong  to  members  oi  the 
Japan  Shipowners'  Aaooclatlon. 
These  flgores  Inehide  twenty-three 
vessels  of  104.191  tons  which  are 
registered  ta  the  Kwantung  Leaaed 
Territory  There  are  forty-four 
vessels  of  135.578  tons,  which  be- 
long to  owners  out.sidc  tlie  a,s,so- 
ciation.  These  figures  Include 
seven  ships  of  88,S68  tOM 
In  Kwantung. 

LBADDTO  OWNERS 

Leading  owners  of  the  197  ships 
are:  Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha,  seven 
teen  ships,  161,384  tons;  Osaka 
Shosen  Kaisha.  sixteen  ships, 
60,241  tons:  Kinkal  Yusen  Kaisha. 
fourteen  ships,  37,688  tons;  and 
Mitsui  Busean  SttUM,  fhre  tfdpe, 
19,268  tons. 

The  ministry  originally 
14^,000  yen  for  the  ecrapping 
plan,  but  the  Ministry  of  Plnance 
approved  only  12,250,000  yen.  The 
present  fiscal  year's  portion  is  3,- 
875,000  yen.

A  member  of  your  family  or  one 
of  your  friends  hiss  been  told  by  his 
physician— by  aoro  than  one  phy- 
sleiaa  In  fact— that  ho  has  heart 
dlaeaso.  Tou  may  be  wondering 
just  irtiat  an  indhrldual  affUoted

Speaking  generally.  Dr.  R.  O. 
Moore.  London.  F.ug ,  .says  the 
chance  for  gcxxl  health  and  life  it- 
self Is  more  favorable  In  tlie  rlieu- 
matic  ca.ses,  in  which  the  condition 
i.^  apt  to  become  .stationary — mak- 
ing no  progre.ss— than  In  the  con- 
ditions which  cause  the  trouble 
laAer  in  life.  In  Tory  young  chil- 
dren, howevor.  althoofh  tho  disease 
Is  usually  duo  to  rhounatlm.  tho 
outlook  Isrgenorally  serioui,  because
